Every year Canadians set fire to 
$15,000,000, represented in the smoke | * 
from burniny forests over the entire 
Dominion. Canadian Forests 
yet—set ruthlessly ablaze by Cana- 
dian Hands. A startling statement 
surely, but still, we are only awak- 
ening by slow stages to conscious 
ness of this enormous loss. 

Forest organizations have been at 
work fighting this menace for years, 
with ever growing sympathy and 
assistance from many quarters. As 
yet however the vast bulk of our 
people are unaware of the need 
Against this apathy we may set the 
belief of every known Conservation- 
ist that Public sympathy and the co- 
operation of all thinking Canadians 
are necessary before we can stamp 
out the fire menace and curb the 
appalling timber losses which mount 
up against us year by, year.

HEAD OF BULGAR BOMB PLOT. | 
TERS FALLS IN FIGHT 


Sofia, April 21.—Captain Yankoff, 
who is alleged to have been the head 
jof the conspiracy for the bombing | 
of the Sveti Kral cathedral Thurs 
| day, was killed by the police early | 
this morning. When the officers 
|discovered his hiding place and 
| called upon him to surrender, he re- | 
| plied by opening fire upon them and 
| throwing several bombs. He was 
dropped by their return volley. 
Captain Ninkoff, sub-chief of the 
Sofia Communist central executive 
committee, who is also concerned in 
the cathedral bombing, which took 


a toll of 160 lives, was shot and 
killed yesterday when he resisted 
arrest. 

The government is still using 


strong forces of military and police 
| to prevent any further development 
|of the plot, which it is alleged, aim- 
ed at overthrowing the present 
regime. 

The police declare the bombing of 
the cathedral had long been planned 
and that it was carried out through 
bribery of a sacristian and a young 
student, the latter of whom went to 
the roof of the cathedral shortly be- 
fore the funeral services of the as- 
sissinated General Georghieff and lit 
the time fuse of the heavy bomb 
which rained destruction upon the 
gathering of prominent people be- 
low. 

Near the cathedral, the authorities 
say, other accomplices were waiting 
to carry out further assassinations 
and outrages. 

The Communists also are to have 
promised lucrative positions in the

living in this neighborhood for at 
least 15 years and was known to 
have an erratic temperament and to 
fly into a rage on slight provocation, 
police officers declared to the Herald 
on Monday. It is believed he was 
temporarily insane while assaulting 
his wife. 
Mother Badly Beaten 

Another son, aged 9, witnessed the 
tragic circumstances of the severely 
beaten mother and the death of his 
father. Dr. Clarke, coroner, stated 
on Monday that Mrs. Braun was bad- 
ly beaten up, but that she would re- 
cover although still suffering.

The service recently established by 
the government of sending a fully 
qualified doctor and dentist to isolat- 
ed districts periodically, resulted in 
a total number of examinations of 
264 by the doctor, and 338 examina- 
tions by the dentist, with necessary 
treatment given in each case. This 
service has been greatly appreciated 
by the isolated settlers. 

During the year clothing and re- 
lief to the total of $21,407.25 was 
supplied.
